Sticker Shock 
CAN YOU AFFORD COLLEGE? 


Can you guess what experts say it will 
cost to send a child who is now a baby to 
college when the time comes? Hang on to 
your hats: for a privately-supported institu- 
tion, you’d better plan to spend $250,000 
for four years. 

So says Bob Pike, who spent 14 years as 
a university's director of financial aid. Pike 
is now the president of EDTECH, Inc., a 
Kearney, Nebraska- 
based software firm. 
“Early planning,” 

Pike emphasizes, “is 
the key.” 

But when many par- 
ents hear these out-of- 
sight cost estimates 
they throw up their 
hands in desperation. 
How can families hope 
to accumulate that 
kind of money while 
also balancing costs 
for everything from 
house and car pay- 
ments to paying for

According to Pike, about 
half of all students in post- 
secondary education receive 
some form of financial aid: 
scholarships, work-study pro- 
grams, even relatively low-interest 
loans. Many of the awards are not 
need-based. In other words, you can 
have significant assets and still qualify— 
although loans for those without demon- 
strated need may carry an interest rate 
of eight to nine percent. 

New services are available to help fami- 
lies tap into scholarship opportunities. For 
instance, National College Services Ltd. 
manages a centralized cash financial aid 
resource database that includes more than 
150,000 awards available from 4,000 
sources. For $30, high school students can 
complete an application that includes a 42- 
item questionnaire about their background, 
interests, grades, test scores, and goals. 
Within a few weeks the applicants receive 
a list of potential scholarship sources 
to pursue. 

Barbara Wellman, who runs a similar 
scholarship source service in Southborough, 
Massachusetts, says she put herself 
through college entirely on scholarships and 
grants. “І spent hundreds of hours in the 
library, but now you don't have to," says 
Wellman, who charges $65 for a cus- 
tomized list of potential sources gleaned 
from an online database. 

There are also a range of ways to help 
build up the capital it will take to send a kid 
to college: 

*U.S. Savings 
Bonds: These bonds 
earn tax-free interest if 
the bonds are used to 
pay college or vocation- 
al school tuition and 
fees. The bonds must 
be in a parent's name 
and other restrictions 
apply. 
*Zero-coupon 
bonds: They pay no 
interest until they reach 
maturity, but provide a 
pre-determined amount 
of money when they 


—— 


mature. Zero-coupon bonds come in several types and are sold through 
brokerage firms. 

е Mutual funds: With mutual funds the investor makes an initial 
contribution to the fund and commits to making a series of regular 
investments, often through automatic monthly withdrawals from a 
checking account. As the student gets closer to college age, most firms 
will transfer some of the money to a less risky money-market fund or 
short-term bond fund. 

The savings add up over time. Nancy Williams, vice president for mar- 
keting for National College Services, says she started a special fund 
through payroll deductions when her oldest child was six years old. He's 
now a freshman at the University of Nebraska and she had over 
$20,000 stowed in that savings plan alone to help foot the bill. 

Pike says the biggest mistake parents make isn't related to the type of 
investment they choose, but the lack of any systematic approach to col- 
lege savings. ^The biggest problem is that parents fail to plan," he says.

MAKING ARTS ED MEANINGFUL 


The arts aren't a frill. 

In fact, their study has been shown 
to build literacy and develop intu- 
ition, reasoning, and imagination. 
The arts also contribute to students' 
self-discipline and self-esteem. 
Some research even suggests that 
students who study a musical 
instrument achieve significantly 
higher SAT scores. 

Yet as budgets tighten at many 
schools across the country, art pro- 
grams—from school orchestras to 
music, art, dance, drama, and art 
history courses—are being shoved to one side or even axed. 

According to Kathleen Welling, director of outreach and special pro- 
grams for the Music Educators National Conference, based in Reston, 
Virginia, parents have to work within their communities to stimulate 
interest in and support for arts education. 

“People are not accustomed to thinking of arts as part of the core 
curriculum,” says Welling. “But we have research that shows that music 
makes you smarter. The first step is to stimulate awareness.” 

Welling says parents should talk with their school faculty, administra- 
tion, and school board members to highlight the importance of the 
arts, and then work to help support strong programs that are part of 
the curriculum. 

Parents can also tap into a well-organized national effort that is 
already working toward building support for the arts. The Music 
Educators National Conference joined with the National Academy of

Taken prisoner by Raptenahad, Sir 
Millard must win his freedom by carrying 
out a quest demanded by the sorceress: he 
must obtain for her the four diamonds of 
courage, wisdom, honesty, and strength. 

Like all of Lahti's stage and film per- 
sonae, Dr. Burke and Raptenahad were 
rounded out with fictional profiles created 
by the actress. “I do it for all my charac- 
ters," Lahti says. "I have to find out what 
their needs are and make them my own." 

Lahti says developing Raptenahad 
required extra thought and effort: “І 
approached her not as a cartoon-like witch 
but as a real woman. | tried to give her 
real needs and fears. | approached the dia- 
logue as if it were Shakespearean dialogue 
in iambic pentameter. In fact, a lot of it is 
in iambic pentameter." 

Having seen The Four Diamonds, Lahti 
says, “І was so moved by it. And І think 
children really should be prepared for what 
it's about. It deals with a difficult subject— 
a child struggling with and finally dying 
from cancer. But what an amazing strug- 
gle—and what an incredible achievement 
that Chris Millard imagined this story and 
wrote this book while fighting for his life. It 
provides so much inspiration for people." 

Lahti, a critically-acclaimed stage and 
Screen actress, has earned numerous 


awards for her roles on stage and in films, 
from 1984's Swing Shift (she played Goldie 
Hawn's best friend) to Running on Empty 
(1988). And Lahti has enjoyed her share of 
prize-winning work on television as well, 
with cable's Crazy from the Heart (1991) 
and Amerika (1987).

Lahti, who selects films based on sub- 
stance rather than box-office draw, admits 
that cable television has provided many of 
her best and most challenging roles: “In 


features, I’m offered more supporting 


parts—they're sort of generic. Cable offers 
women better and more challenging roles.” 

The tall, slender actress grew up in sub- 
urban Detroit. One of six children, she was 
an emotional child; her parents nicknamed 
her Sarah Bernhardt. 

In the early ’ 70s, Lahti was a self- 
described hippie ladened with feminine 
angst. She was bewildered by her mother 
giving up a career as a nurse to raise her 
family—and by her father, a surgeon who 
preferred a perfect housewife to a feminist, 
which his own mother had been. 

“My father's mother was a before-her- 
time feminist—she had a radio show for all 
the Finns in the Upper Peninsula." 

Lahti, which in Finnish means 'bay of 
water; channeled some of her political 
energy into acting, studying at the 
University of Michigan and Florida State 
University. Equipped with a master's 
degree, she plunged into the New York act- 
ing scene, studying with Uta Hagen. 
Ironically, her life and career changed when 


she played a stereotypical woman ina Joy 
dishwashing liquid—“Hey, | can see myself!" 
—commercial. That allowed her to move out 
of an Upper West Side dive and continue 
doing Off-Off Broadway plays. 

Then in 1979, Lahti won a Theatre 
World Award for her performance with 
Chris Sarandon in David Mamet's The 
Woods. Offers began to roll in, among 
them, her first feature film role in ...And 
Justice For All with Al Pacino. 

In 1983, Lahti married television direc- 
tor Tommy Schlamme. A year later, she 
received her first Oscar nomination for her 
supporting role in Swing Shift. In 1987, 
Lahti starred in Bill Forsyth’s now classic 
Housekeeping, and she received a Los 
Angeles Film Critics’ Award in 1988 for her 
work in Sidney Lumet's Running on Empty. 

Lahti and Schlamme worked together on 
cable's Crazy from the Heart in 1991—and 
Lahti collected a CableACE Award for Best 
Actress. She says about working with her 
husband, “І tease him about this, but | 
think it's true: He listens better as a 
director than he does as a husband." 

The couple have three children, Wilson, 
7, and twins Emma and Joe, 2. Lahti 
admits that since having a family she is 
less obsessive about her career. 

“I’m not as ambitious. It's put my career 
into a perspective that's much healthier." 

She may be more relaxed about her 
career, but Lahti remains busy. She recent- 
ly directed and starred in a short film for 
cable called Lieberman in Love. She says of 
her directorial debut, “I realized that a 
director has no life. | wouldn’t want to 
direct a feature until my kids are older.” 

Reflecting on her career, Lahti says, “І 
feel fortunate. I’ve been able to play some 
great parts and yes, | would like there to 
be more opportunities, but | can create 
them, too. | keep being challenged as an 
actor. | keep growing—that’s important.”
